WIND AND SNOW 


PUT A COMPLETE EMBARGO ON BUSINSS 
IN THE EAST. 


Trains on All the Railroads Snow-Bound— 
No Arrivals er Departures—All the 
Exchanges COlesed—Telegraphic Com- 
munication Almest Completely Cut Off 
A Great Bieckade en the Pennsyl- 
vanla Road. 0 


Battrmore, Md., March 13.—For the first 
time in the existence of the telegraph Balti- 
more was cat off from communication with 
New York and Washington for over twenty- 
four hours from Sunday night. Not only 
were wires down, but hundreds of telegraph 
poles along both the Western Union and rail- 
road lines are broken. A mild rain set in Sun- 
day morning fromthe east, but soon the wind 
veered to the northeast, blowing a gale, and 
by nightfall the worst blizzard that has swept 
this section in twenty years was blowing. The 
temperature fell twenty degrees in ten hours, 
By 9 o*clock Sunday night the snow was 6 
inches deép, andall communication cut off. 
The wind was dlowing fifty miles 
an hour, Travel, through the streets 
of the city was dangerous, as tin roofs and 
chimneys went flying along the streets. 
Telegraph poles holding twenty and thirty 
wires each were blown down in different 
parts of the city. The tide yesterday was 
lower than ever known in the memory ofthe 
old wharf men, being at least twelve feet be- 
low the level of ordinary low water, and asa 
consequence many deep-draught vessels 
lying tn the different docks were grounded. 
At the County Dock, foot of Broadway, the 
water was so low that the bottom was bared, 
and persons could walk dry shod on the soil 
thus exposed. 

After 9 o’clock the fire telegraph systém was 
useless, An alarm could not have beén sent 
in from over a dozen boxes and the city would 
have been practically at the mercy of the 
flames had a fixe broken out. The old watch- 
tower system putinto use, At each en- 


ine house a sentinel was stationed in the bel- 

ry and relieved at intervals. It is the opinion 
of old Bay captains that Sunday night was one 
of the worst ever experienced on Chesapeake 
Bay, and as the notice of the storm was so 
short there have doubtiess been many disas- 
ters which will be reperted as soon as the ves- 
sels begin to arrive. No vessel could live in 
the bay Sunday night. 


Terrible Suffering of Train Men. 


Prrrssund, Fa., March 13.—For several 
years there has not be such an absolute 
dearth of telegraphic communication with the 
East as there was yesterday and last night. 


Though intensely cold Pittsburg suffered little 
from the storm of Sunday night. Eastward 
the biigzard rolled down the mountain side 
and through the Juniata Valley, scattering 
fences, breaking telegraph wires, upsetting 
small frame building, and causing great loss in 
various ways. It was a bad night for the 
Pennsylivaniatrainmen.

We suf- 
fered terribly trying to get away from the 
wires and were almost frozen. 
A GREAT BLOCKADE.

ENGINEERS OF THE MILWAUKEE REFUSE 
TO HANDLE BURLINGTON CARS. 


An Arrangement Which Fell Through— 
Status of the Great Strike—The Griev- 
ace Committees in Session — Peculiar 
Position of the Wabash Koad—Suspicious 
Movements at Sedalia. 


On1caco, l., March 1§.—Affairs reached a 
crisis on the Ohicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
yesterday afternoon. About noon Superinten- 
dent Oollins sent the following notice to the

This was in pursvence of the decision 
reached bythe Grievance Committee of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee 4 St. Paul in a three 
days’ session held in Chicago last week. That 
decision is one of the many facts that the 
Brotherhood has carefully surpressed. The 
Jeint Committee of Engineers and Firemen 
after a long session decided to handle ““ 
freight and the individual members of the 
committee reported their decisian back to 
their various subdivisions. With hardly an 
exception the subdivisions rejected the re- 
port of their delegates and declared that they 
would refuse to handle ‘‘Q’’ freight. Severai 


of the delegates tendered their resignations 
and were superseded by more radi engine 
men. The peculiar state of affairs was re- 
orted to the strike headquarters and a meet- 
ng of the Grievance Committee ordered for 
to-morrow. 
ONE MAN BACKS OUT. 

This was the situation when Division Super- 
intendent Collins issued the order. There 
were exactly seventy-three cars in the Mu- 
waukee yards. A train of twenty-nine cars 
was made up and heuled nearly to Western 
avenue before the engineer, J. K. Henry, was 
informed that ne was hauling Chicago, Bur- 

“lington & Quincy cars. He stopped his en- 
gine, pulled the coupling-pin and ran his 
engine to the round-bouse. The yardmaster 
telephoned the news to Division Superintend- 
ent Collins and was instructed to findan en- 
gineer who would take the boycotted train 
over the Burlington yards. He 
called upon two Brotherhood en- 
gineers and was given an emphatic re- 
fusal. He finally found a non-Brotherhood 
engineer who cansented, but was checkmated 
by the Brotherhood firemen, who refused. 
The yardmaster gave itupas a bad job and 
the twenty-nine cars still stand within sight 
of Western avenue. This was a decided sur- 
prise to the Milwaukee officials, who had been 
notified that the two Brotherhoods had no 
objection to their handling freight. An im- 
mediate investigation was instituted and as 
a result au informal conference was held 
last night between QJ. Dougherty of 
the fremen, Thomas J. Murphy of the en- 
gineers, and the following officers of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul: General Superin- 
tendent J. T. Clark, Assistant Genera! Super- 
intendent A. J. Farling, Assistant General 
Manager J. F. Tucker and C. J. Collins, Divis- 
ion Superintendent of the Council Bluffs & 
Illinois Division. The situation was fully dis- 
cussed but no decision reached. 

A DIFFERENT VIEW. 

The Tribune says: Ihe great boycott de- 
clared by the two Brotherhoods against the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, and par- 
ticipate in last week dy the large 
majority of the railroads centering in Chicago, 
has gradually melted away. Several roads 
anticipated Judge Gresham’s decision, and 
batu ay and yesterday concluded, like ‘Davy 
Orockett’s coon, to come down without being 
shot. As the situation now stands but two 
roads are enforcing the boycott—the Chicago, 

Rock Island & Pacific and the Ohicago & North- 
western.

THE FAST MAIL CONTRACT. 

The new contract for fast mall service be- 
tweon Chicago and Council Bluffs, which was 
entered Into between the Postmaster-General 
and the Burlington road several weeks ago,and 
which was to go Into effect to day, has been 
postponed for one week in consequence of the 
troubles of that road. The contract calisfor a 
daily service east and west upon a schedule 
of fourteen and one-haif hours, the leaving 
time at either end to be controlled by the 
Post-office Department. Superintendent 
Nash of the rallway service at Washington, 
who is now here, says that itis intended to 
establish a fast mail from Ohicago east, to 
leave Chicago on the arrival of the Pacific 
coast train and to make New York in twenty- 
four hours from Chicago and 112 hours from 
San Francisco.

THE MUNICIPAL OFFICERS PROPOSE TO TIDY 
UP FOR THE RECEPTION OF VISITORS. 


Contracts for Nearly One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars’ Worth ef Reconstruction Work 
Let To-Day—The Chinese Leper Ordered 
to Quarantine Hospital—Clerks who Want 
Their Pay—Delaying Important Business 
in the House of Delegates—Municipal 
Matters.

Chow, Choo Toy, Jo Joy and Chee Lay and 
whose proper name the sbarpest-eared of- 
ficials have been unabie to positively fix by 
oe | it from the leper himself. He has 
been living in a crowded part of 
the city from which it was agreed by all the 
officials that he should be removed. he case 
was considered at the meeting of the Board of 
Health yesterday. Dr. Har away, to whom 
the patient was sent by > ek . 
Jones for additional treatment, 2 
peared before the Board and said that the 
case was one of nervous leprosy. Although he 
did not think the danger of contagion very 
great, he recommended the isolation of the 
patient and said that he would gladly 
continue the treatment of the 
case which was of considerable interest. The 
atient, who has been Iftving in the rear of No. 
219 North Eighth street, since his leprous con- 
dition bas become so marked that he could not 
walk on the streets unnoticed, says thht the 
disease first developed about four years ago, 
but he did not seex medical advice until last 
February, when he called on Dr. Jones. He 
was then suffering such pain that he 
sold out his tubs and wringers and 
quit the iaund business in which he had 
been engaged at Ninth and Soulard streets and 
at Franklin and Jefferson avenues. The 
traces of the disease are most marked on his 
face and forearms. A livid blotch extends 
from the center of his forehead down over his 
face, giving him a repulsive appearace. 


They Want Their Pay. 


The clerks and employes of the city are ob- 
jecting etrongly to the delay in passing the 
appropriation billon which they will recetve 
their pay forservices rendered. One of the 


clerks, speaking of the delay, said; It was 
systematically delayed both in the House and 
committee on account of the objections to that 
portion of it providing for the Board 
of Revision. The latter part was 
ultimately withdrawn and introduced 
separately in order that no further obstacle 
should retard the passage of the appropria- 
tion. After having been once or twice side- 
tracked and occasionally pigeon-holed it 
finally passed all its stages in both Houses, 
and was, I am informed, handed to His Honor 
for signature at 9 o’clock on Saturday morn- 
Ing last, siuce which time it has lain on his 
desk untouched. 

This arbitrary action is keeping a number of 
employes of various departments and others 
(some 2,000 or more) out of their hard-earned 
wages, which most of them, I am sure, badly 
need to meet their household requirements. 


Delaying Important Business. 


Among ether important measures now on

by its own limitation it is advisable to con- 
sider first the right of the city to erect, acquire 
or control gas-works and to manufacture and 
sell gas for private, as well as public con- 
sumption immediately upon the expiration of 
the 8 agreement. To ascertain these 
facts Mr. Blakely’s resolution suggests the 
appointment of a committee of five, to consist 
of two Councilmen and three Delegates. Al- 
though a subject of great importanee and en- 
titled to early attention the House laid the 
resolution over for two meetings.

A KNOTTY POINT 


Raised by Barrister Jeff Storts in Regard to 
Bis Trial. 


City Counselor Bell, who has been examining 
into the point made dy Jeff D. Storts, 
the Four Oourts attorney, that Judge 
Cady had no jurisdiction to fine him, 
reported to Mayor Francis that he did 
not think the point was well 


taken. Storts has been running a saloon at 
No. 1811 Market street in connection with Rob- 
ert K. Woodward.

The Cut in the Coal Rates— Railway Elec- 
tions —New Ticket Forms. 


The ripple in the coal pool caused yesterday 
by General Freight Agent Hibbard of the Van- 
dalia, reducing the rate on coal to 
Sil cents a ton, has not sub- 
sided. The adjourned meeting of the coal 


railroad representatives was held this morn- 
ing, but Mr. Hibbard was not present, as he 
left as he said he would. Mr. Taylor of the 
Vandalia was present for a few minutes, but it 
was impossible, in view of the Van’s action, 
to do anything. It was decided, therefore, to 
call a meeting of the general managers ot the 
roads for the 20th of this month and give the 
managers a whack at what the freight agents 
had to give up as a bad job. 

In pursuance of his purpose as stated In the 
POsST-DIsPaTOH yesterday Mr. Hibbard an- 
nounced his new rate independently of all the 
other roads, and notices to his effect were 
sent to the — 1 — ofthe road last night. In 
order to avoid the demoralization consequent 
In such arate being in the fleld the Secreta 
of the pool sentatelegram to Mr. Hibbard, 
asking him to withdraw his cut rate until the 
meeting of 20th is held. 

The situation as briefly outlined yesterday is 
simply this. Under the present agreement be- 
tween the roads the rates from the St. Louis 
mining district are maintained while the rosds 
having mines outside the district carry the 
coal for a very slight difference in these rates, 
and therefore a large amount of outside coal 
comes into the city under these favorable 
conditions. Mr. Hibbard’s proposition 
was that each road form a min- 
ing district which would embrace 
its near-by mines and therate should be the 
same for all these districts and should also be 
the basing rates for all other mines, which 
should be o dafair differential over the 
basing rate. his would put the near-by 
mines on an equality. When this proposition 
was not accepted Mr. Hibbard went it alone 
and announced a rate which would give him 
the differential he asked for. Whether he will 
withdraw his rate until the 20th remains to be 
seen. 

How far the néw rate will affect the price of 
coal it is impossible to say justnow. Presi- 
dent Charies Ridgely of the Consolidated Coal 
Company, speak ng of the matter to-day said: 
feel a delicacy at this point in — 4 any - 
thing about the matter, as the trouble lies en- 
tirely with the railroads and our relations are 
barmonious with all ot them. We have never 
objected to the rates that have prevailed and 
have never asked for lower rates. We have 
protested againstthe advantage given to out- 
side coal which resulted in bringing increas- 
ing quantities into the city. Until that matter 
is finally settied by the roads nothing can be 
said as to the price of coal.

THE GREAT MISTAKE OF MAKING. THE QO 
' GRANDE A BOUNDARY. 


How the Mistake Fostered Murder, Burg 
lary, Smuggling and Crimes of All Kinds 
—The Mexican and His Faverite Weapon 
ef Murder—Cattle-Stealing as a High Art 
—Some Queer Steries. 


John T. Hadley of Silver Oity, N. M., who 
has been in the city for the past two weeks on 
business Connected with mines in New Mexico 
and Arizona, in the course of conversation 
with a Post-DisPatcs reporter said: ‘‘I was 
for six years connected with the revenue serv- 
ice in Texas and my duties called me prin- 
cipally to the Rio Grande dorder. 
A bort experience in this section 
of the country is sufficient to 
convince any one of the great mistake made 
by the United States Government when, by 
the treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo atthe close 
of the Mexican war, the Rio Grande was made 
the dividing line between the two countries. 
Such a boundary pats a premium upon both 
smuggling and outlawry, and the opportunity 
isamply improved by those living on both 
sides ot the line. Were the Rio Grande a deep 
stream it would be comparatively easy to 
guard the frontier, but it is ford- 
able every few hundred yards, offers no 
impediment whatever to lawbreakers of 
either nation, and, in fact, serves only as a 
convenient landmark to inform them when 
they are safe from pursuit. A range of 
mountains lies not far south, which would 
have made a most excellent dividing line 
between the two countries, and its adoption 
was strongly urged at the time of the treaty, 
but the Rio Grande was preferred. The 
consequence of this choice is that not only 
an immense amount of smuggling goes on, 
but also a great deal of robbery and 
murder. As to smuggling, itis an every-day 
matter, When I had my headquarters at 
Laredo in 1878 I used to be able on a moonlight 
night tosee at least half a dozen gangs of men 
crossing the river carrying ackages of 
smuggled goods on their backs. hen I was 
green to the service I used to make great 
efforts to intercept the smugglers, but 
soon saw how useless any such at- 
tempt was. No sooner would I leave town 
than ash whistie would be heard behind 
me,it wo be repeated along the river bank, 
and in five minutes the smugglers would either 
return to Mexican territory or plunge into the 
drapparal on the American side, rendering 
pursuit impossible. In the meantime the otber 
parties would land at their leisure, put the 
smuggled goods in a place of n and 
either return home or indulge in a 
spree in Laredo, safe from detection. 

e United States suffers comparatively 
littie from this state of affairs, as the dutiable 
articles produced in Mexico are notnumerous, 
but the Mexican Governmentjhas its revenues 
diminished by hundreds of thousands of dol- 

every year, and has already lost what 
would have paid twice over for the land re- 
tained by choosing the Rio Grande instead of 
the Sierra Madre boundary. 
ROBBERY AND MURDER. 

„But serious as the inconvenience arising 
from smuggling is, Mr. Hadley went on to 
say, it is siight as ~ yee the loss and 
destruction occasioned by Fonpery and mur- 
der. Along the Rio Grande border is collected 
& great part of the ruffianism of both sections, 
men who wish at a moment’s notice to be abie 
to elude pursuit, and who lItve entirely by 
theft. From 1878 to 1885, when I was on the 
Rio —— least a dozen times a year, a 

rfect reign of terror existed among all peace- 
ul settlers outside of the towns for fifteen 
miles on each side of the river. The 
land was at that time used kor 
little except cattle and horse raising, and in 


the * season the stock was always collected 
Dear the banks to get water. jothing was 


-@asier than for a band of fifteen or twenty 


horsemen to dash across the stream, gether 
500 or 1,000 head of cattle and drive them to 
foreign territory before morning. The Amer- 
ans were the chief offenders in this line. 
A regular system of organized rob- 

ry was kept up for years and 
has not yet died out. The chief men in the 
gang would, before commencing operations, 
secure two or three hundred cattle bearing the 
brands of the owners, on the Mexican side, 
rauging their cattle in that neighborhood. 
Then they would send their men across the 
river to gather up all the stock they could, 
which would be turned loose on the American 
range, the similarity of brand rendering proof 
of the robbery dificult and identifica- 
tion of the stolen stock impossibie. 
Within a few days the stolen cattle 
would be driven North for sale and their 
places supplied by fresh thefts. In this way 


n men were able to sell thousands of 
head every year without investing a dollar, 
and practically safe from all prosecution. 


URGLAR 
The Mexica Hadley went on to 
say, did not indulge in such extensive and 
organized depredations, their taste lying 
more in the direction of W 32 cou 
assassination than in  cattie-liftin 
the grand scale. The outlaws 
that country were in the habit 
slipping over the river by twos and threes, 
meeting at some previously-appointed spot on 
the American side, when, twelve and n 
strong, they would make their wa by nig t 
to some outlying ranch where they knew that 
a few fine horses were to be found, and where 
the familly probably were possessed of some 
money. certainly of a considerable quantity 
of household goods. Arriving at their objective 
point the outlaws, relying entirely on sur- 
ise, would burst into the house, 
utoher the Inmates before they had 
fairly awakened, and contr off everything of 
value in the house, which to a Mexican meant 
mt pay ome ape could be packed on the backs 
ofthe packhorses that always accompanied 
these parties. Any one who has seen the al- 
most total absence of everything like the ap- 
liances of civilization in the Mexican 
houses will understand that nothing an Amer- 
loan posesesed would be regarded as worth- 
less by a Mexican. In there assassin- 
ations, which used to be _ frequent, 
although they have now almost entirely 
„remarkable fact was that frearms 
were seldom, if ever, used, the Mexicans pre- 
ferring their national weapons, the short 
knife and the machete. With the short knife 
the Mexicans are very skiliful, being far more 
than a matoh for the most daring desperado in 
a hand-to-hand encounter, and the machete, 
between a wood-knife and a 
le a terrible weapon at close 
° A man just aroused from 
and attacked in the dark 
had littie chance against enemies so armed, 
and many Americans have lost their lives in 
this way. The American robbers were never 
ed, as there were always a large num- 
ber of them at these cattie-stealing ranches 
who were well able to deal with any maraud- 
ers. The sufferers were the small cattiemen, 
and for years the development of the country 
was most seriously retarded by the danger of 
settling near the Mexican line. Once back 
across the river, the robbers were safe from 
ursuit and ran little risk of extradition, as 
nu Cases where procetdings were commenced

The French Grand Opera 
Company again proved a competent and ar- 
tistic organization. The ‘composition does 
not ar — the attractions for the general 
public which are found in Halevy’s ‘‘Jewess,’’ 
as the music is of a profounder order and the 
theme is developed to a large extent in the 
orchestration and by impressive recitative 
passages. It does not possess the same high 
melodic quality of Halevy’s work.

EXCHANGE RATES. 


ENDEAVOR TO REDUCE TELEGRAPH TOLLS 
TO MINNEAPOLIS AND DULUTH. 


Exchange Secretary Morgan Writes to West- 
ern Union Superintendent Baker—The 
Postal Willing to Make the Cencession— 
What Exchange Rates Are—Mr. Baker 
Discusses the Matter—He Tells How His 
Company Discriminates in Favor of the 
Exchange. 


Secretary Morgan of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change yesterday by direction of President 
Orthwein addressed a letter to Superintendent 
Baker of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany asking him if St. Louis could not be given 
the Exchange rates to Duluth and Minneapo- 
lis. The telegraph company has established a 
rate of 2% cents for ten words between the 
Exchanges in New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Toledo and St. Louis. 
Chicago has the same rate to 
these Exchanges and also to the Exchanges in 
Duluth and Minneapolis. The rate between 
St. Louis and the two last-named points is 50 
cents, but the rate between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago is 35 cents. Soifa St. Louis merchant 
on Chauge has an agent on the Chicago 
‘Change he can wire him ten words for 10 
cents and the agent can forward the same ten 
words to Minneapolis and Duluth for 25 cents. 
By the adoption of this scheme the advantage 
of Chicago is reduced to 10 cents on Duluth 
and Minneapolis messages. But the real ad- 
vantage of Chicago is25 cents. The business 
between those points and St. Louis is rapidly 
inereasing and it has been 

THE POLICY OF THE EXCHANGED 
to fosterthe trade. Though a difference of a 
few cents in telegraph rates may not seem to 
the ordinary merchant to be much of a hinder- 
ance to the development of this trade, it is 
seen to be quite an obstacle when one remem- 
bers how freely the telegraph is used in the 
grain business. The Exchange rates established 
by the telegraph companies are much below 
the rates for private messages received at 
their offices and delivered in the cities named. 


Tue reason for the low charges to the 
‘Changes is the lines between them are from 
one Exchange hall to the other; the message 
is either delivered over the counter or by a 
boy who runs across the hali with it; the 
volume of business is so large and the ex- 
pense so small—copying and enveloping being 
dispensed with—that a profit can be made on 
the business at the exceedingly low rate. 
PRESIDENT ORTHWEIN 

believes that the establishment of this Ex- 
change rate to Minneapolis and Duluth would 
encourage the trade between those points b 
decreasing the cost of such business. 
Chicago enjoys the advantage of an exchange 
rate st. Louis should be given the same rate, 

Manager Doughe of the Postal Telegraph 
Company says that the Postal is willing to 
make the concession if the Western Union 
willalso agree to the establishment of an 
— rate to the poe. His company is 
not ous to precipitate a rate war. 

MR. BAKER 

was seen this morning about the matter. He 
said: ‘‘I have received a letter from Mr. Mor- 

an with reference to the rate between St. 

uis and Duluth, but have not had time to 
consider it yet. {shall take it up when I can 
find the time and look into the matter, There 
should be ne complaint I think of discrimina- 
tion by the &t.Louls Exchange.We ee them a 
rate of 10 cents to Chicago on which we make 
no money. If you wanted to send a m 0 to 
Chicago we would charge you 25 cents. ere 
is discrimination. Why should the people on 
‘Ohenge have an advantage of 15 cents over 
the people on the street? f course, the mes- 
sages between the Chicago and St. 
Louls Exchanges are sent direct—from 
one room to another. They are not 
copied or enveloped, and are delivered di- 
rectly on the floor, the expense for messen- 
gers being much smaller than it would be if 
the messages had to be sent out into the city. 
But these advantages do not justify the great 
difference between the messages we send from 
our office on the street and those sent from 
the n 

Ido not know what Chicago’s rate to Du- 
luth is. Ishalllookthatup. All ot our rates 
are based on mileage between points, and 
Chicago should have a cheaper rate than St. 
Louis to Duluth, because she is nearer. Oc- 
casionally there are inequalities tn rates due 
to competition. But there is really no reason 
to making any fuss about the 8t. Louls 
Duluth rate, because there is no business 
between the two points.
